Day for Killing Gophers. 

Days are set apart in various places 
for a great variety of objects, and 
certainly one of the most unusual 
jays is one set apart for killing go- 
phers.

The Felice had a companion ship. 
the Iphigenia, commanded by Cap- 
tain Douglas, and the crews of both 
vessels comprised mechanics, Chinese 
amiths and carpenters, as well as 
Europefn artisans. “The Chinese,” 
writes Meares, ‘were shipped as an 


| experiment; they have been generally 


esteemed a hardy and industrious as 
well as ingenious race of people. They 


| live on rice and fish, and, requiring 


but low wages, it was a matter of 
economical consideration 
them, and during the whole voyage 
there wus every reasorr to be satisfied 
with their services.’ That voyage 
from China to Nootka occupied al 
most four months, 


The natives in canoes came out to | 


ship in much the 
same manner as when Captain Cook 
was there. Two of their chiefs went 
on bourd, one of whom, wrote Meares 
in his rather quaint style, “had a 
fine open arrangement of features. 
The inferior people were very proper 
and personable men, A sealskin fill- 
ed with oil was immediately handed 
on board, of which the chiefs took a 
small quantity, and they ordered it 
to be returned to the people in the 
canoes who soon emptied the vessel

Meares promptly set his artisans, 
both Chinese and European, to work 
constructing a house to be used by 
those whom he would leave at Noot- 
ka, and to form a headquarters for 
his trading operations. The house 
was surrounded by a breastwork on 
which was mounted a small cannon. 

The next undertaking was the 
building of a vesse!!—the first built 
on our Pacific Coast—and christened 
the “North-West Americas.” It was 
of forty tons burden, and in its con 
struction the Chinese carpenters were 
employed.

| An important meeting of the 
| Board of Trustees of Strathmore 
| Scheol District was held on Satur- 
| day last, when it was decided to 
apply for power to issue debentures 
to the extent of seven thousand 
dollars for the purpose of enlarging 
| the pre-ent school building, furnish- 
| ing two additional rooms, and meet- 


idg outstanding indebtedness — in- 
curred during 1910 and tgtt, in 


opening, furnishing, and securing 
teachers for two additional rooms. 
It is the intention of the trustees 
to add another storey to the pre- 
sent building, which will give the 
extra rooms required. The present 
school has proved inadequate for 
the educational necessities of the 
children otf the district for some 
time past, and at the beginning of 
the present year the board took a 
lease of part of the Fire Hall for 
the purpose of being used for an 
additional room. This arrange- 
ment however, is only intended to 
be temporary It is generally con- 
ceded that the original school 
building was not built with a proper 
idea of the needs of the district, nor 
was it put in the most suitable spot 
that could have keen selected. In 
consequence, some ratepayers have 
been talking of building a new 
school in another part of the town, | 
but the cost of this would make it 
almost prohibitive. 
A new school to suit the require- | 
ments of the town would cost not 
less than $20,000, and then the 
money which has already been 
spent for the present school would 
| be mostly thrown away.

jors are J. S. Hargraves & Co. 
| The new line will rejoin the main 
line at a point near Bassano. 

The portion whichis now to be 
added will finish out the square, 
making a loop line. A passenger 
when the road is completed, will be 
able to travel west from Bassano to 
Langdon, north to Irricana, east to 
Standard and south to Bassano 
again. 

Much of the land in the country 
to be surveyed by the new line has 
been sold by the Canadian Pacific 
on the understanding that a line of 
railway would be built at once and 
action is consequently taken by the 
company. 

The work on the new line is of 
such a nature that it must all be 
done with the scraper and will be 
more costly for that reason. The 
country traversed is well adapted 
for agricultural operations, and it 
is expected that it will be one cf the 
most thickly settled in the province 
of Alberta.

About as Many from the States. 
Ottawa.—During the past ten years 
Canada has received nearly two mil- 
«lion immigrants of whom approximat- 
ed, 750.000 were from Great Britain, 
and 700,000 were from the United 
States. The immigration bulletin 
just issued gives the actual figures 
tp. to the end of the fiseal year, 
arch 31, as 1,714,326 for the decade. 
Since then nearly 200,000 more have 
arrived, divided about equally be- 

tween British and American, 

According to occupation, about 65 
fied cent. of the immigrants afriving 
rom the United States are farmers or 
farm laborers who for the most part 
have settled in the prairie provinces. 
Thirty-eight per cent. of the total 
number from across the line made 
entry for homesteads in the west. 
About thirty per cent. of the British 
and continental arrivals were farmers 
or farm laborers while twenty-five per 
cent. were classed as general laborers, 
and nearly the same percentage were 
classed as mechanics. The influx of 
es has totalled only a little over 


hundred, while 5,200 Hindus 
have come, Of the British immi- 
rants, approximately 560,000 have 


en English and Welsh, 150,000 have 
been Scotch, and about 45,000 are 
Irish. The figures for other nation- 
alities include the following: 

Austria Hungarians, 121,000; Ital- 
ian, 63,817; Hebrew, 48,675; Russia, 
38,950; Swedes, 19,349; Germans, 21,- 
145; French, 16,236; Norwegian, 13,- 
798; Syrians, 5,232. 

The distribution of the immigrants 
by provinces gives a good idea of 
their respective population growth; 
Saskatchewan and Alberta got a little 
over half a million immigrants dur- 
ing the decade, Ontario came next 
with’ 403,898; Manitoba got 309,623; 
pagal 258,820; British Columbia and 
the Yukon, 185,599, and the Maritime 
provinces only 73,902. 

Western Canada therefore got some 
300,000 more new settlers than eastern 
Canada.

WANT LABOR MEN IN POLITICS 


Trades and Labor Council Are En- 
couraging the Movement—Need 
of Labor Representatives 

Ottawa.—As part of a propaganda 
they are about to begin to encourage 
the entry of labormen into polities in 
Canada, the executive of the Trades, 
and Labor Congress of Canada which 
met here recently, decided to invite 
Premier Fisher of the Australian com- 
monwealth who is now attending the 
Imperial Conference in London to 
make a tour of the Dominion deliver- 
ing lectures in the principal cities | 
on the practical application of labor 
policies to politics. 

“Will more labor condidates than 
formerly be entered in the coming 
general election?’ asked a reporter 
of President Glockling. 

“The participation of labormen in 
polities,” he said, ‘is under the con- 
trol of provincial organizations in the 
various provinces. We have three 
men now running in Nova Scotia, It 
has become very desirable for us to 
have members in the Dominion House 
to explain and give prominence to 
various labor measures that come up 
from time to time. I believe you will 
see more labor candidates for Parlia- 
ment coming out at the coming gen- 
eral elections than ever before.”

Jesus would like us to be then the 
world that seeth not and knoweth not 
and cannot receive the Spirit of truth 
would see something of Jesus Christ 
in His people, and many would want 
to know Him. The Spirit always tes- 
tifies of Christ, teaches things con- 
cerning Him, guides into all truth, 
shows us things to come and brings to 
remembrance what we have read or 
heard about Jesus (John xiv, 16, 17, 
26; xv, 26; xvi, 7-13). He is specially 
“the Comforter” (partakelos) and is 
so called four times in these verses 
just referred to. 

So we have a comforter in the pres- 
ence of the Father and a Comforter 
dwelling in us, but more wonderful 
still, according to verses 17, 2%, Father, 
Son and Holy Spirit all dwell in us if 
we are true believers and make our 
bodies their abode, or mansion, for the 
word translated “abode” in verse 23 is 
the very best word which is translat- 
ed “mansion” in verse 2, and it is used 
nowhere else, although the verb from 
which the noun comes is used a great 
many times and is variously translat- 
ed—abide, remain, dwell, continue 

It is impossible to fully grasp such a 
truth, and yet it is stated again and 
again in such words as these: “Christ 
liveth in me,” “That Christ may dwell 
in your hearts by faith,” “The life of 
Jesus made manifest in our body” 
(Gal. ii, 20; Eph. ii, 17; II Cor. iv, 10. 
11). In verse 19 of our lesson He 
seems to say that He expects that the 
world will see Him in us. His life at 
the Father's right hand, where He 
ever liveth to make intercession for 
us, makes sure our life, and if we 
would more stadfastly behold Him 
and not people our circumstances we 
would be more manifestly changed into 
His likeness by the Spirit (II Cor. iii, 
18).
